Woodrow Wilson will lead the 
Democratic hosts in the presi­ 
dential race next November. 
After forty-five ineffectual bal­ 
lots, the Jerseyite swept the 
convention on the forty-sixth 
ballot, and rode to victory on an 
avalanche of votes, 


After dropping some of his strength 
on the Anal ballot last night* Wilson 
returned to the attack today and re* 
newed it with vigor, bat not until Un* 
derwood’s name was withdrawn did 
the storm of victory break. With the 
• Alabaman’s action, the victory 
was 
won. Foss then withdrew in Wilson's 
favor, and the landslide began amid 
the wildest demonstrations from the 
gallery. Platoons of police restored 
order which was followed by a demon* 
stallion, rivaling the wildest football 
field when the 
voting 
began. 
The 
scene was the most dramatic in the 
recollection of the lakiest campaigner 
present. 
Harmony was the 
keynote 
when 
the convention adjourned 
until 
to­ 
night when business will he resumed. 
All for Resee 
John Fitsgerald, Murphy’s spokes* 
man, took the floor and appealed for 
harmony. 
He made only a passing 
reference to the Bryan episode* de­ 
claring that all 
Democrats 
should 
pocket their personal 
opinions 
for 
the party's good. 
Refusing to make the vote unanl* 
mous for Wilson, lteea of Missouri, 
In a speech, showed that while Mis­ 
souri harbors no rancor, she is still 
for Clark. 
He said: 
“Old Champ! 
No man was ever so 
loved by the Democrats of Missouri 
as we love him.’* 
The Missourians responded with a 
wild yell -of applause.

DEADLOCK OR LAST NIGHT 
SOON BROKEN WHEN 4SRD 
BALLOT WAS UNDER WAV 
BALTIMORE. July 2.—The deadlock 
was still on this noon when the Demo­ 
cratic national convention opened at 
noon today, after the stormy session 
of last night, lasting from 8 o’clock to 
12:40 a. rn. 
Seven ballots, from the 
thirty-flfth ballot to the forty-second 
ballot of the convention, were taken 
a t the night session, with conditions 
practically unaltered. 
Clark’s lowest 
ballot during the evening was 
422. 
rising on the forty*second ballot to 
430. Wilson’s lowest vote In the night 
session was 477ft on the thirty-flfth 
ballot and his highest vote was 499 ft 
on the forty-first ballot. 
He lost 6ft 
votes on the Anal ballot. 
Balloting Today 
The forty-third ballot was ordered 
when today’s convention assembled 
and it soon became apparent that all 
forces but those of Woodrow Wilson 
were disintegrating. 


ILLINOIS, VIRGINIA AND 
WEST VIRGINIA BREAK

On the forty-third 
ballot

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WOODROW WILSON. 
Democratic Nominee for 
President of United States 


It was as a lawyer that Woodrow 
Wilson made his first 
bow 
to 
the 
world, and as president of Princeton 
he became more widely known, but 
It was as a reformer that he achieved 
the limelight, and it was reform that 
landed him in the New Jersey gover­ 
nor’s chair. 
Born in Staunton, Virginia, Decem­ 
ber 
28, 
1856, 
be 
was 
christened 
Thomas Woodrow Wilson, but in his 
youth he cut off the “Thomas” be­ 
cause, as he said, he wanted to use 
only one name, and Thomas W. WH- 
son would have been too common­ 
place. 
Graduating from Princeton in 
1879, he practiced law for two years 
in Atlanta, Georgia, before he became 
an educator. 
He taught history and 
political economy for three years 
in 
Bryn Mawr College, and was instruc­ 
tor in the same branches 
for 
two 
years in Wesleyan University, before 
he was engaged as a teacher of juris­ 
prudence and politics 
in 
Princeton, 
his alma mater. 
He became presi­ 
dent of Princeton, August I, 1902 and 
held that position until October, 1910, 
when he resigned to become governor. 
In 1886 he married Miss Helen Louise 
Axson, of Atlanta, Georgia. Governor 
Wilson holds A. JI., LL. D., Ph. D., 
and other degrees 
from 
Princeton, 
University of Virginia, 
Johns 
Hop­ 
kins, Brown, Harvard. Williams, Dart­ 
mouth, and Yale Universities. 
It was as a writer that Woodrow 
Wilson first got before the people as 
a politician. 
He wrote voluminously 
of the evils of bossism, the corrup­ 
tion of politics, and the like, and quite 
naturally glided from the pen to the 
platform and banquet 
table, 
being 
asked to speak for various meetings 
and dinners in all the large cities. 
“A prophet Is not 
without 
honor 
save in his own country,” and through 
his writings and after-dinner speeches, 
Woodrow Wilson was 
being 
talked 
about as a reformer long before the 
people of New Jeraey considered him 
seriously. 
As far back as 1904 people in the 
West were “talking about” Wilson as 
a presidential possibility, 
but 
New 
Jersey knew nothing of him or about 
it, and again at Denver. In 1908, he 
was “spoken of.” But it was not un­ 
til 1910 that the people of the doctor’s 
adopted state “discovered” him. Then 
the Democratic bosses pf the corpora­ 
tion-ridden state decided that It was 
time to elect a governor. 
They had 
not had one since the days of Cleve­ 
land, and it was decided that reform 
was a good platform. Considering re­ 
formers, they picked on Wilson as a 
“man of the hour,” and ran him. Wil­ 
son was eleotsd, but the bosses were 
soon led to believe that they 
had 
“picked a lemon,” for no sooner did 
“Prexy” have his long lean legs firmly 
entwined about the governor’s chair 
rungs than he began loudly to defy. 
He defied the bosses, he defied 
the 
corporations, he defied 
everybody 
while the defying was good, and he 
made a noise that was heard through­ 
out tho country. 
“Th* time when you can play poli­ 
tics abd* too Ithe people has gone by,” 
was one of Governor Wilson’s plat­ 
itudes on the night he accepted the 
N ix Jcncy “cslT ufo there ir e Jfaoee 


who now 
paraphrase 
his 
remarks 
thusly: 
“The time when 
you 
can 
play the people and fool the politicians 
has not come.” 
One of the most amazing incidents 
of Woodrow Wilson’s 
campaign for 
the Democratic preaidential nomina­ 
tion was his embroglio with Colonel 
George Harvey, editor 
of 
Harper’s 
Weekly, and Colonel Henry W atter­ 
son, editor of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, over the support 
accorded 
Wilson’s boom by Harper’s 
Weekly. 
For months the publication boosted 
Wilson in every issue, and then came 
the story in a Charlotte, N. C. news­ 
paper that Governor Wilson had bro­ 
ken with Colonel Harvey and request­ 
ed him to discontinue his support of 
Wilson. Harper’s Weekly 
came 
out 
with an explanation that it dropped 
Wilson at his request. Then Colonel 
Watterson got into the game by telling 
of the meeting in New York of Col­ 
onel Harvey, Governor Wilson 
and 
himself, at which 
Wilson 
quarreled 
with Colonel Harvey and Colonel Wat­ 
terson because they had enlisted 
in 
bis behalf Thomas 
Fortune 
Ryan, 
millionaire traction and tobacco mag­ 
nate. Colonel W atterson 
maintained 
that at first Wilson took kindly to the 
Ryan proposition. The 
thing 
ended 
with Colonel 
W atterson’* 
proposal 
that the controversy be referred to an 
old-fashioned court of honor. An in­ 
cident of the affair was the publica­ 
tion of a letter that Governor Wilson 
was said to have written to Adrian H. 
Joline, attacking 
William 
Jennings 
Bryan and hoping that he could be 
“knocked into a cocked hat." Colonel 
Bryan evidently did not resent 
the 
letter, for he apparently was an ad­ 
mirer of the New Jersey governor at 
the Jackson Day dinner held shortly 
thereafter in Washington.

LOS ANGELES, July 8.—With the 
opening of the new tunnel under the 
Colorado River, last Saturday, more 
than 150,000 acres of 
land 
in the 
valley near Yuma will be converted 
into rn rich agricultural district. The 
project, which was 
constructed by 
the reclamation service of the gov­ 
ernment, has required three 
years 
for completion and is declared by ex­ 
perts to be one of the most success­ 
ful engineering feats 
of 
the past 
decade. 
About 11,000 cubic yards of 
sand and gravel was excavated dur­ 
ing the course of construction. 
To E. C. Hayden of Boston, one of 
the most prominent civil engineers 
in the United States, is largely due 
the success of the tunnel. 
The na­ 
ture of the soil tunneled is sufficient 
in Itself to baffle the ordinary engi­ 
neer. It Is of a loose sand and grav­ 
el formation, which 
renders 
it al­ 
most impossible to 
make 
headway 
because of the lack of foundation. To 
try out the moisture that permeated 
the aoli, a compressed 
air 
system 
was Installed and by this means the 
water was practically 
forced 
from 
tho locality of the work. 
The work­ 
men cornu only drive about fourteen 
feet in the tunnel at a time, as the 
concrete walls, three feet 
in thick­ 
ness, had to follow closely to pre­ 
vent caving in of 
the 
sand 
and 
gravel 
The water Which will flow through 
the tunnel Is supplied by the Laguna 
dam, located a few miles 
north of 
Yuma. The capacity of the tunnel is 
1500 cubic feet of water lier second, 
which can be regulated by means of 
huge valves at each end.

Any one qaesUonlng this fabulous 
statement, even to the extent of asking 
an explanation, was branded a heretic 
and assured th at the matter la a mys­ 
tery which cannot bo understood, but 
that lf denied the penalty would ba 
eternal torture; and lo numerous In­ 
stances zealous persons had anticipat­ 
ed the torture by burning the Inquirer 
at the stake, as, for instance, was done 
by our good brother John Calvin to 
Berretuo. 
Doctrine of Trinity Treeed. 
There la no unreasonable mystery 
connected with tbs doctrine of the 
Trinity aa presented In the Bible, said 
Pastor RusselL On the contrary, it Ie 
very simple, very reasonable, and very 
boDorlng to God the Father, Jesus the 
Son. and to the Holy Spirit 
The Pastor traced the doctrine of the 
Trinity, aa presented In the creeds, to 
Its source. It was not the teachings of 


I Jesus and the Inspired Apostles, and 
| surely not the belief of the Israelites, 
i and those who for more than four 
thousand years bad been God's people 
I before Jesus’ day.

The Trinity of the creeds was intro­ 
duced to offset the agnostic Influences 
of the Greeks, who became Interested 
in Christianity as a philosophy, but 
who denied Its teachings respecting the 
prehuman existence of Jesus, the ne­ 
cessity for His death aa a sin-stone- 
meat. and the doctrine of the resurrec­ 
tion. 
In proportion aa the Grecians denied 
many Christians would combat their 
theory, and they advanced claim after 
claim anti! they reached the climax 
represented in our creeds of declaring 
that Jesus was His own Father and 
His own Bon at the tame tim* that 
one God. equal In power and glory, 
prayed to the other part of Himself 
with strong crying* and tears to be 
delivered from the power of the tomb, 
was heard and was raised M m the 
dead by tbs power of the other port of 
Himself. 
Indeed, said the Pastor, soma hava 
carried the m atter so far as to claim 
that when Jesus died the world wan 
for three days without a God. that Ha 
then raised Himself from the dead.

lector of customs, which closed last 
night, show that the value of foreign 
goods that passed through this port 
during the last twelve month* la more 
than one-half million dollars greater 
than any previous year In the 
his­ 
tory of the city. 
The exact figures 
show the increased valuation of for­ 
eign goods received to be $563,578. 
At the same time there were 400 
more entries during the month of 
June, 191$, 
than In any previous 
month. The duties for the fiscal year 
just closed 
show a 
collection 
of 
8749.99o.55. The duties for the month 
of June, 1912, show receipts amount­ 
ing to $54,110.41, 
against those of 
$52,634.03 for the same

of 
1911. 
The receipts for 
May, 
1912,
